Residents who attended a community 
meeting last Wednesday, May 5, regarding 
traffic changes in Shawsheen Square are sat- 
isfied with the manner in which the changes 
are being handled, according to Mary 
O'Donoghue, of 3 Kenilworth St. 

“It is going along very, very slowly, which 
I think is good,” Ms. O’Donoghue said this 
week. 

Ms. O’Donoghue is one of the chief neigh- 
borhood organizers making sure residents 
are given the opportunity to have input into 
proposed changes in the square area. The 
neighbors’ activism has put an end to, at 
least for now, a traffic light that was slated to 
be installed on Route 28 at Kenilworth Street 
and helped slow down other changes in the 
square itself. 

Residents, town officials and traffic engi- 
neers met May 5 to discuss the status of 
those proposed changes. 

Residents and officials agreed to wait and 
see the effects of a protected left-turn signal 
on Route 28 southbound at Haverhill Street, 


installation of which has already been 
ordered by the state. They also agreed to 
seek state approval for installation of a simi- 
lar protected left-turn signal on Route 28 
northbound at Lowell Street. The plans for a 
traffic light on Route 28 at Kenilworth Street 
are on hold indefinitely. The existing lane 
striping will be repainted, and the traffic sig- 
nal poles probably will be raised so they can 
be seen better. 


The town and state will wait six months 
and see what the effects of the two protected 
turns are before proceeding with any other 
traffic changes in the square. 

During the meeting, officials released a 
new traffic study that showed that the traffic 
on Route 28 going into the square is pretty 
much the same as it was when the last study 
was done, in 1989, but that traffic using 
Kenilworth Street to avoid the square has 
increased 100 percent, and it has increased 65 
percent on Riverina Road. “Which goes to 
show that we’re being used as a cutoff,” Ms. 
O'Donoghue said.

Ms. O’Donoghue said the pro- 
tected left turn onto Haverhill 
Street will help to reduce traffic 
on Kenilworth Street and Riveri- 
na Road. 

Representatives of the Histor- 
ical Commission supported find- 
ings of a previous, November 
1990, traffic plan for the square, 
which did not recommend as 
many changes as a plan brought 
before selectmen a few months 
ago and which is now on hold. 

The commission also recom-

Court refuses 
Fred Sunderland 
appeal

The Supreme Judicial Court has 
denied former Andover Police Patrol- 
man Fred Sunderland Jr.’s appeal of 
last month’s Appeals Court decision 
that allowed the town to retire him 
from the force. 

Michael Gilman, the town’s attor- 
ney in the case, in a letter informing 
Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski of 
the April 27 decision, said he would 
proceed with withdrawing the town’s 
appeal of the state Contributory Retire- 
ment Appeals Board’s decision to have 
Mr. Sunderland’s case go to a new 
medical panel. That panel will decide 
whether his retirement should be for 
an accidental or ordinary pension. 

Mr. Sunderland has battled the 
town over his retirement status for the 
last five years. The gist of the court 
battle has been whether Mr. Sunder- 
land should receive roughly 50 percent 
of his $35,000 salary for an involuntary 
ordinary disability pension, or 72 per- 
cent for an accidental disability. 

But the most recent court decision 
was only to allow the town to retire 
Mr. Sunderland on an ordinary dis- 
ability, rather than keeping him on at 
100 percent of his salary tax free, while 
the CRAB case is pending. The SJC’s 
April 27 denial of his appeal upheld 
that decision. 

Mr. Sunderland was taken off the 
town payroll last month after the 
March 12 state Appeals Court decision. 
Chief James Johnson is planning to fill 
the position left vacant by the retire- 
ment “probably around the end of 
July.” 

Officer Sunderland, 45, an 18-year 
veteran, left the police department in 
May of 1988 because of emotional 
stress, according to court documents. 
Neither he nor the town has elaborated

West Middle to 
get $400K in 
renovations 


By Lisa Boudreau 
The School Committee recently said 
no to several design plans for renovat- 
ing West Middle School, including an 
$85,000 steel-frame canopy in front of 
the school and a skylight for the main 
lobby. The committee did approve 
spending $10,000 for four granite 
benches outside of the school. 
Chairwoman Susan Dalton called 
the canopy “an $80,000 umbrella we 
can’t afford.” Committee members also 
agreed that leaky skylights have cost 
the school system so much money in 
the past that they are not willing to 
take a chance by installing any more. 
Committee members also discussed 
installing wood or formed-concrete 
benches to save money, but finally 
decided that granite benches would 
last longer and cost less to maintain. 
All together the renovations to the 
school will cost about $400,000. The 
work will include replacing the single- 
pane glass in the front hallway with 
insulated glass, installing new doors, 
painting the interior of the school, 
putting in new concrete paving in 
front of the school, installing a new 
heating and air conditioning unit and 
removing the former woodshop floor 
made of noxious-fume producing cre- 
osote wood blocks. In the place of the 
woodshop a new lecture hall and 
group-activity room will be built. It 
will have raised, carpeted benches, a 
motorized projection screen and an 
open floor plan so that classes can 
work together.

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Parachutists to drop on Andover

The 14 members of the Army’s 
Golden Knights parachute team will 
jump from 13,000 feet over Andover 
and attempt to land in a 50-foot circle 
behind Doherty Middle School on 
Monday, May 31, as part of this 
year’s Memorial Day festivities. 


The performance will be just one 
of the highlights on Memorial Day 
here in town. All the details are not 
out yet, but early morning cemetery 
services will be followed by the annu- 
al parade at 9:30 a.m., memorial ser- 
vices at Memorial Auditorium at 
Doherty Middle School at 10:15 a.m. 
and the parachute demonstration at 
1 p.m. 


The 12 parachutists jump from a 


' specialized 56-passenger, propeller 


driven C-31 plane. They will perform 
four maneuvers while free-falling 
from 13,000 feet including: 

« A baton pass, in which two 
jumpers demonstrate flight control 
by flying together and exchanging a 
baton; 

¢ A cutaway, a simulated emergen- 
cy in which a parachutist drops out 
of his main chute and deploys his or 
her emergency chute; 


¢ The Diamond Track, in which 
two jumpers trailing smoke flares 
carve out the shape of a diamond 
with their flight patterns; 

¢ The Diamond Formation, in

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Former AHS teacher settles lawsuit

Former Andover High School science 
teacher Gerry Grasso agreed to accept a 
$195,000 settlement for a lawsuit he filed 
against the town four years ago after he fell 
down a flight of concrete stairs at the High 
School. Mr. Grasso suffered injuries that pre- 
vent him from returning to teaching, said his

y i Ms. Barclay said she and her client are sat- 
isfied with the overall settlement, but are dis- 
appointed by the amount the town contribut- 

.ed to the settlement. Town Manager Buzz 
*  Stapezynski said the town contributed $3,900 
to the total amount 

“The insurance company for the town 
behaved reasonably. We essentially received 
the maximum, more or less, that they could 
give us,” said Ms. Barclay. 

“The town didn’t do much in thé way of 
supporting Gerry. I thought that it was a dis- 
grace,” she said. 

Mr. Grasso, who taught science in 


Andover for 21 years before his accident, suf- 
fers from brain damage, short-term memory 
loss and mobility impairments in his legs fol- 
lowing the January 1989 accident, said Ms. 
Barclay. 

Mr. Grasso filed two suits. One was a 
worker’s compensation suit and the other 
was a willful misconduct suit against the 
town. The second suit, according to Ms. Bar- 
clay, charged that school administrators did 
not take adequate steps to protect Mr. Grasso 
and other employees to ensure that the lights 
in the interior stairwell could not be tam- 
pered with. She said Mr. Grasso fell down the 
Stairs after the lights were shut off. 


Mr. Grasso, 60, who lives in Salisbury, will 
officially retire from teaching now that the 
suit is settled, said Ms. Barclay. Since the 
accident he had been out on sick leave, but 
the time he accrued during his 21 years of 
teaching ran out last year, said Ms. Barclay, 
and the town did not extend his sick pay.

RECESSION WORRIES 

As a person enters middle-age, it is quite likely that his or her 
gums will begin to recede, uncovering increasing areas of teeth. 
This is where the saying comes from that one is “getting long in 
the tooth." Receding gums expose more of the tooth's root 
covering (cementum) to food debris and decay-causing bacteria. 
As a result, newly-uncovered surfaces (which are substantially 
softer than the tooth crown's enamel covering) become more 
susceptible to the decay known as root caries. This condition can 
affect those who previously suffered little problems with cavities. 
In an effort to preclude future problems, the dentist may want to 
implement a stricter regimen of oral hygiene at home, advise gum 
treatment, or suggest bonding to protect the exposed portion of 
the tooth.

“The number one goal of GUTS is to form 
an alliance for drug and alcohol-free stu- 
dents. We are trying to create another oppor- 
tunity for kids,” said adviser Mike Marcoux. 
“Right now there are kids who choose to 
drink, kids who choose to use drugs, kids 
who choose to drink and use drugs and there 
are kids who do neither. With GUTS, there is 
a fifth choice: for kids to publicly choose to 
neither drink nor use drugs. It is a volunteer 
program and it gives students a chance to 
express a personal honor code.” 

The group also makes it clear that they 
don’t want students to feel pressured by any- 
one into becoming a member and that not all 
students who don’t drink are members of 
GUTS. In addition, the group does not con- 
demn, look down upon or disrespect anyone 
who chooses to participate in drinking or 
drugging. GUTS members merely ask for the 
respect of those students who don’t join the 
group, just as they respect the students who 
choose other lifestyles. 

“T think Andover High is going downhill 
and with this group, I feel it will help to 
improve the image of our school,” said GUTS 
founder Alan Guiborg, a senior. “Kids in 
high school want to fit in and many automat- 
ically think that you have to drink to fit in. 
With this alliance, it proves to kids that that 
is not always necessarily true.”

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Sen. O’Brien, Rep. Coon warn selectmen of level funding 


O’Brien and Coon also update 
selectmen on education reform 


and other issues

State Senator John D. O’Brien, D- 
Andover, and state Rep. Gary Coon, R- 
Andover, told the Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night that school choice is holding up the 
education reform package and that it will 
probably be removed from the bill so the rest 
of the package can be put through. 

Rep. Coon also said the House of Repre- 
sentatives would probably have its Ways and 
Means Committee’s version of the state bud- 
get available to the public by Monday or 
Wednesday of next week. Rep. Coon said the 
economy may have bottomed out, but “we 
really aren’t out of the woods.” 

He cautioned residents not to expect too 
much from the budget and said that level 
funding should be considered a victory. 

The legislators’ comments came during a 
legislative update the two made during Mon- 
day night’s board meeting at the invitation of 
selectmen. 

Rep. Coon said the $175 million that Super- 
intendent Mark McQuillan is planning on 
receiving for the state “is realistic,” but that 
the $191 million additional in education 
reform money has not been budgeted since 
the reform package has not yet been 
approved. He said the school choice issue has 
been the stumbling block for the reform 
package and that it could cause the package 
to be delayed a year. Another option would 
be limiting choice initially to a specific num- 
ber of students who could take part, until the 
other issues on choice are resolved . 

But Sen. O’Brien said a vote could be tak- 
en this week or next that would remove 
choice from the reform package and make it 
a separate bill in an effort to get the rest of 
the package passed. 

Sen. O’Brien said he does not support 
school choice because he doesn’t think it will 
work in this state’s school system just 
because it works out in the Midwest, where 
districts are much larger. He also has prob- 
lems with the lack of funding for the pack- 
age, and Sen. O’Brien said he doesn’t think 
property taxes are the right way to fund edu- 
cation in general.

Committee, spoke out against the 
education reform bill, saying it is 
really a “school financing reform” 
measure and not education reform. 
He said it would take control of the 
town’s school out of the hands of resi- 
dents and put it in the hands of the 
state, and would effectively penalize 
towns like Andover which have 
spent money to try and keep school 
buildings up to date. He also said key 
issues in it, like tenure, have been 
eliminated to garner the support of 
the state teachers’ union. 

The state could force the town into 
turning art and music rooms into 
classrooms, depending on how it is 
enforced, and money would be spent 
on transportation for school choice 
instead of other school needs, Mr. 
Robb said. Ultimately, he said, the 
state could give the town a bill for 
school reform that would force it to 
override Proposition 2 1/2 or cut oth- 
er services. 

On other issues: 

¢ Mr. Coon said the house is hop- 
ing to have full funding of the state’s 
share of the Quinn Bill next year, 
something it hasn’t fully reimbursed 
towns for in the last few years. The 
Quinn Bill is an incentive package 
offered to police officers who earn 
college degrees. 

- A bingo bill has been filed, which 
would boost the limit on prizes 


allowed in bingo games from $5 to 
$10, according to Rep. Coon. Current 
prizes at the Andover Senior Center 
are averaging $20 and the state lot- 
tery commission recently threatened 
to crack down on the center’s games. 
But Rep. Coon said the lottery com- 
mission has told Sharon Souza, 
Senior Center director, it will hold 
off on any action against the center 
until the legislature has had a 
chance to act on the bingo bill. 

¢ Sen. O’Brien and Rep. Coon said 
they would work on the state level to 
assist the town in trying to get the 
Department of Public Utilities to 
reduce the number of train whistles 
blown in town, but both said they 
have talked to the DPU officials and 
it doesn’t look promising. Sen. 
O’Brien, who lives right beside the 
tracks at 107 High St., told board 
members he hears the whistles, and 
about the whistles from his wife, 
every night when he gets home. 

« Sen. O’Brien said an important 
issue to watch is the rewrite of the 
“Public Duty Rule,” which protects 
cities and towns from liability for 
damages caused by a town employee 
while performing a public duty. The 
Supreme Judicial Court has ruled it 
will no longer allow the Public Duty 
Rule to be used after next year 
because it is too broad. It has given 
the Legislature until then to come up 


with a new, more specific piece of 
legislation to take its place. 

* Buzz Stapczynski, town manger, 
asked the legislators for help in get- 
ting waivers from the Department of 
Environmental Protection regarding 
the bans on putting leaves and 
grass into the trash to energy incin- 
erator in North Andover. Mr. 
Stapezynski said such waivers could 
cut the town’s solid waste costs and 
help the incinerator burn hotter, 
more efficiently and more economi- 
cally. 

- The legislators said they would 
be working on having the state spend 
more of the more than $1 billion in 
gasoline tax money on local road 
repairs. Only about $85 million of 
that money has been spent on cities 
and towns so far. Much of the money 
is currently being used to help bal- 
ance the state budget. 

They said Merrimack Valley legis- 
lators have banded together in an 
effort to make sure not all available 
road money goes to the central 
artery and third harbor tunnel pro- 
jects in Boston.

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Beware of rabies

Andover: needs to be con- 
cerned about a rabies epidemic, 
according to officials here. “We 
expect it to happen in the next 
few months or next year. It is 
prevalent in the raccoon popula- 
tion in some towns south and 
west of here and is heading this 
way,” said Everett Penney, 
Andover Health Officer. 

When there are three con- 
firmed cases the town has 
endemic rabies. There aren’t 
confirmed cases yet. Although 
two specimens of raccoons from 
Andover recently were sent for 
testing with negative results, 
several towns in the Merrimack 
Valley area have reported posi- 
tive results, he said. 

“Any mammal is a potential 
carrier. The raccoons are the 
most common because they are 
pervasive in densely-populated 
areas, like the downtown area. 
Skunks, foxes and bats are also 
common carriers,” he said. 

“Rabies is a virulent disease. 
It kills through inflammation of 
the nerves. There have been no 
cases of human rabies in Mas- 
sachusetts since 1954,” said Mr. 
Penney. 

What has the town done? 

In April the town held two 
rabies clinics for vaccinating 
dogs and cats. There are guide- 
line posters available at town 
offices, the Senior Center, fire 
and police departments and 
Memorial Hall Library. In addi- 
tion, a poster has been prepared 
and sent to owners of dumpsters 
around town to help them con- 
trol the sources of food for rac- 


coons, said Mr. Penney. 

Dr. Martha Lindsay, an 
Andover veterinarian, has been 
giving workshops to sixth- 
graders at both Doherty and 
West Middle schools and young- 
sters at Shawsheen School about 
bite prevention and rabies vacci- 
nation. 

You must vaccinate your pet 

It’s the law to vaccinate dogs 
and cats. Since February 1993 
Massachusetts has required the 
vaccination of all cats, whether 
indoor or out. The first shot is 
good for a year and next shot for 
three years, according to the 
Andover Animal Hospital. 

What preventative measures 
can a person take? 

According to the Andover 
Health Department, do not feed 
your pet outdoors because this 
attracts wild animals. Do not put 
food out for strays. 

Animal-proof basement win- 
dows, chimneys and garbage 
pails. Wear gloves when cleaning 
any pets’ wounds of unknown 
origin.Teach children to tell 
adults about seeing any of these 
animals. 

If a raccoon or cat follows you, 
run away. If a dog follows you, 
stand still “like a tree.” If you see 
a hurt or sick animal, call the 
animal control officer at the 
police department. Stay away 
from skunks, raccoons, foxes and 
bats especially. 

If you are bitten or scratched, 
wash wound thoroughly with 
soap and water for 10 minutes. 
Call family doctor and animal 
control officer, said the Andover 
Health Department.

ently have a view of what the town 
wants (in a building program) that is 
180 degrees different, as does the chair- 
man of the School Committee,” he said. 

Susan Dalton, chairwoman of the 
School Committee, said the reasons 
Mr. Gropper outlined in his letter of 
resignation indicate to her that he 
“arrived at a conclusion (of what the 
SBC should be doing) that was not 
entirely within the scope that was 
expected - namely building a new 
building.” 

“T conclude from his lengthy expla- 
nation that it’s his way or no way,” Ms. 
Dalton added. 

Last fall the School Committee 
decided the elementary system needed 
400 to 450 additional seats to ease 
crowding and accommodate anticipat- 
ed increases in enrollment. The SBC 
was then established and charged to 
find the best configuration to add the 
needed seats and fund that project first, 
and then look at additions to the High 
School. 

The SBC hired consultants and 
architects and determined a new ele- 
mentary school was the best option. 
According to Mr. Gropper’s figures, 
more than $120,000 has been spent on 
that process. The money was approved 
at the April 1992 Town Meeting for that 
purpose.

er Hall, said Michael Williams, direc- 
tor of facilities at Phillips Academy. 

“We requested and the academy 
agreed to make the carpentry shop and 
storage shed available to the communi- 
ty so they can be moved and be pre- 
served,” said Mr. Sullivan. Mr. 
Williams should be contacted about 
arrangements very soon, Mr. Sullivan 
said. 

The school had previously obtained 
permission to demolish the dining hall 
part of Draper Hall. 

Members of the Historical Commis- 
sion said they are aware of the impor- 
tance of getting the Draper project 
started, rather than delay. The com- 
mission is concerned about general 
preservation in the area. Phillips 
Academy deserves credit for setting in 
process the classifying and preserva- 
tion of its buildings in order not to 
destroy historically significant struc- 
tures, said Mr. Sullivan. 

Town Meeting approval in 1989

ily use within what is otherwise single- 
family residence,” said Neil Cullen, 
chief financial officer of Phillips. 

At that time, the Zoning Board of 
Appeals required 27 parking spaces be 
moved from the proposed parking lot 
next to the Abbot Street tennis court to 
another spot. It also required fire 
department access to Draper Hall. This 
road will come up from Phillips Street 
and go through Abbey House dorm 
. space, said Mr. Cullen. 

Parking changes 

The revised site drawing shows 30 
parking spaces moved from the Abbot 
Street tennis court to the south side of 
Draper Hall. There will be 27 parking 
spaces for those who rent at Draper 
Hall. The spaces will be in the area 
behind Hall House. 

“All of our people will park within 
the site. There will be a 160-car lot off 
the access road from Phillips Street 
with room reserved for 37 more. Mixed 
use allows mixed times for parking,” 
said Mr. Williams. 

Fire Department access 

The circle will be widened to 18-20 
feet for drop off of youngsters at the 
Andover Community Child Care. The 
circle will be strengthened with a 
paver underneath to bear the weight of 
fire engines. Fire engines can access 
Draper Hall directly from the road 
from Phillips Street, said Mr. Williams. 
Neighborhood concerns 

Mr.Williams and Mr. Cullen met 
with neighbors last week to brief them 
about the status of the Draper Hall pro- 
ject. 

Residents voiced concern about the 
noise from the toddler playground, 
which is situated at the north end of 
the tennis court next to Abbot Street. 
Several questioned the suitability of 
its placement next to a tennis court. 
The court will be used by Draper resi- 

dents. Several suggested placing the

playground nearer the daycare center. 
Both Sheila Balboni, director of the 
Andover Community Child Care, and 
Mr. Williams expressed concern about 
the steepness of the slope next to the 
center. 


Day care center drop-offs 

Residents of Abbot Street voiced 
concerns about the short-term parking 
of parents dropping off their young 
children during the snow season. Some 
have blocked residents’ driveways at 
times. “There were several near-miss- 
es,” said Ronald Hill of 15 Abbot St. 

Mr. Williams agreed to continue a 
proposed fence toward School Street 
and to consider asking for parking 
changes on Abbot Street. There will be 
17 drop-off spaces provided in the cir- 
cle for parents and for people with dis- 
abilities, said Mr. Williams. 

“Make sure it’s easy to have parents 
drop off in the circle,” said Mr. Hill. He 
asked that the gate in the Abbot Street 
wall be permanently closed. 

Mary Myers, who lives at the corner 
of Abbot and School Street, suggested 
trying two-hour parking with tempo- 
rary signs. 

Proposed traffic flow 

First the flow of traffic for drop-off 
at the day-care center will enter the 
large iron gates on School Street, go 
around the circle, and exit through the 
smaller iron gates to the south, said 
Mr. Williams, 

The traffic pattern flow for Draper 
Hall and parking for Phillips Academy 
employees will be access from Phillips 
Street next to the Abbot campus maple 
walk. Drivers will exit onto School 
Street through the smaller wrought 
iron gates. The construction equip- 
ment will reach Draper Hall through 
the road by the power plant and other 
internal roads, said Mr. Williams. 

Draper’s two main entrances facing 
the circle are not primary and func- 
tional for fire exits, but ceremonial. 
The main entrances will be on the

southern side and in the U-shaped 
courtyard to the rear facing the maple 
walk, he said. 

History of Draper Hall 

“Draper Hall is a significant build- 
ing. It was built in 1888 by Hartwell 
and Richardson in a Richardsonian 
shingle style with Romanesque 
details,” said Elaine Finbury, the 
developer, of Rufus Choate Associates 
of Salem, Mass. 

Draper Hall is on the circle in the 
old Abbot campus on School Street. It 
was used for an Abbot Academy dorm, 
dining hall and library before the 
merger of Phillips and Abbot, in 1978. 
It was abandoned and has been shored 
up on a continuing basis. 

The land and Draper Hall 

“Phillips Academy will always own 
the land and Draper Hall. We will sign 
a long-term lease with the developer,” 
said Mr. Cullen. 

Developer’s plans 

Ms. Finbury said the rents will be at 
market rate, $900 to $1,500. A one-bed- 
room apartment will have a den and 
one bath. There will be one-, two- and 
three-bedroom apartments with dens 
or studies. There will be 32 different 
floor plans and stack plumbing, she 
said 

“There will be some families, but 
many will be older people who are 
seeking to simplify their lifestyle. They 
are seeking security and flexibility,” 
said Ms. Finbury. 

“Once approvals are complete, it 
will take a year to reconstruct Draper 
Hall. The rehabilitation has been 
approved by Massachusetts Historical 
Commission, Andover Historical Soci- 
ety and Andover Historical Commis- 
sion and the National Park Service,” 
said Ms, Finbury. 

The next steps 

“We will be asking the permission of 
HUD to start the Draper Hall project 
before the closing of the loan. We want 
to proceed with academy money to 
start the project,” said Mr. Cullen. 


op Draper Hall 


Ms. Finbury expects to receive 
HUD approval to guarantee the loan. 
In the early fall the bonds will be sold 
through Berg and Company, a Boston 
financial agent. 

Mr. Williams said the academy has 
a permit to allow the removal of Drap- 
er dining hall, and to do interior 
demolition and stabilize the building. 
He said that there will be a hearing 
concerning wetlands, a survey done, 
another meeting with neighbors and 
refiling of the revision to the site plan 
as requested by the town. 

These revisions were “conceptually 
approved” in March of 1998 at an 
interdepartmental meeting of town 
officials, according to Mr. Williams. 


Initial interest in apartments 

There are 25 on the waiting list for 
the apartments, said Ms. Finbury. She 
said she will start accepting reserva- 
tions next week. 


Torso found 
on I-93 is still 
unidentified

The headless torso of a white male 
found on Interstate 93 in Andover 
last Wednesday is still unidentified 
this week. 

The torso was headless with arms 
severed above the elbows and cut off 
at the bottom above the hips. It was 
found about 40 feet off I-93 north- 
bound just before the Route 1338 exit 
by a passing motorist at about 12:30 
p.m. Wednesday. The male motorist 
had stopped along the highway and 
walked a short distance into the 
woods where he made the discovery. 
He found a trooper who was stopped 
with another motorist pulled over 
and told him of the discovery and led 
him back to the scene, according to 
Trooper Elaine Gill of the state 
police. 

Andover. detectives went to the 
scene and viewed the body on 
Wednesday, but Trooper Gill and 
Detective Sgt. Jack Garvin of the 
state police CPAC unit are handling 
the investigation. Andover Detective 
Donald Pattullo said Thursday that 
an initial autopsy done at Tewksbury 
State Hospital indicated the skeletal 
torso was that of a white male and 
that it had been in the woods at least 
three or four months, but no cause of 
death was determined. 

Investigators speculated that the 
man was probably killed somewhere 
else, dismembered to conceal his 
identification, and his body parts 
were dumped in various locations. 
Specially trained dogs were brought 
in to search for other body parts but 
none were found. 

State police had no new informa- 
tion on the grisly find this week.

Group plans to build affordable 
housing in Andover

of about a dozen active members who 
began working three years ago to make 
affordable housing in Andover a reali- 
ty. ACT recently received a $25,000 
grant and is now looking for land 
where it can build its first house. 

“T see and talk with a lot of people 
who work for the town who can’t afford 
to live here,” said Laura Hill, ACT’s 
secretary, who is also a planner for the 
town. 


“There is a real need for the housing 
we are talking about. Just look at the 
waiting lists for the Andover Housing 
Authority” units at Frye Circle, Chest- 
nut and Stowe courts, she said. 


One of the differences between 
ACT’s goal and those of other housing 
projects, such as Habitat for Humanity, 
is that ACT’s housing will be guaran- 
teed to stay affordable and below mar- 
ket value, according to ACT members. 
ACT housing would be guaranteed by 
land trusts, and ACT woluld hold the 
trusts. A land trust would guarantee 
that the property value stays constant 
over the years. 

ACT houses will be owned by the 
people living in them, but the land will 
be owned by ACT. Homeowners will 
lease the 
land from 
ACT and 
must become 
active mem- 


‘| feel neighborhoods need a 
kind of mix. That’s what a 


as the needs of individual people,” said 
Ms. Stott. 

Most buildable land in Andover is 
too expensive to meet the criteria of 
ACT. Because of zoning regulations, 
developers cannot build new multi- 
family homes. Existing homes can be

subdivided if the town’s Planing Board 
grants a variance. 

ACT members first choice is to build 
single-family homes on donated land, 
but the group is working with banks to 
investigate the possibility of buying 
foreclosed houses that can be turned 
into single- or multi-family ACT units. 


In February of 1992, ACT became 
incorporated as a non-profit group and 
in December of that year the group was 
granted tax-exempt status by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service. 

Andover attorney Bob Zolner, of 249 
Highland 
Road, helped 
the group 
file for non- 
profit status, 
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care of the 
home and being positive, contributing 
members of the community. 

Once several ACT houses are built, 
the leasing income will go toward 
building more homes. When homeown- 
ers are ready to sell a house, it will go 
for less than market value because the 
land is not included, ACT will have the 
first option to buy the house and any 
value that has accrued because of mar- 
ket increases or improvements will be 
shared by the homeowners and ACT. 


How ACT got started 

About three years ago, a few mem- 
bers of the current ACT board of direc- 
tors began talking about the need for 
affordable housing in Andover. ACT 
President Susan Stott, of 4 Robandy 
Road, is a former member of the Plan- 
ning Board, and was active in forming 
the town’s Master Plan, which identi- 
fied affordable housing as one of the 
town’s needs. - 


“The philosophy (of ACT) is that 
land is a community resource. It 
should serve community needs as well 


instrumental 
in filing for tax exemption status. 


The group is also fortunate, she said, 
to have members who are talented in a 
variety of fields related to the planning 
and construction of houses. Ms. Stott 
and Ms. Hill are familiar with the 
town’s zoning and planning regula- 
tions. Board members Spencer John- 
son, of 155 Haggetts Pond Road, is a 
registered architect; Ken Barnhill, of 
28 Wolcott Ave., is an engineer; ACT 
Vice President Bob Lloyd, of 49 High- 
land Road, teaches architecture classes 
at Phillips Academy and is very active 
in Habitat for Humanity housing pro- 
jects, as well as serving on Habitat’s 
board of directors; and ACT Treasurer 
Julia Morse, of 18 Hidden Field, has 
experience working as a project man- 
ager for Community Builders on the 
construction of multi-family, low- 
income housing in Boston. 


Mr. Lloyd said the driving philoso- 
phy behind ACT is more than just pro- 
viding affordable housing. 

_ “Finding families who will be assets 


to the community is also the idea,” he 
said. 

“Some of the people I have talked to 
(about ACT’s plans) have reacted to the 
idea with barely concealed fear,” said 
Mr. Lloyd. “The work Habitat for 
Humanity has done in Lawrence has 
improved the communities and in 
some instances raised the housing val- 
ues in those neighborhoods. Andover 
is not Lawrence, but I feel neighbor- 
hoods need a kind of mix. That’s what 
a healthy society and a fair society 
looks like,” he said. 


Two months ago the group received 
a $25,000 grant from the Stevens Foun- 
dation. They hope to double that 
amount with fundraisers and dona- 
tions from local businesses. 

“Tf we can get someone to donate 
land and if the house can be built with 
a fair amount of volunteer labor, we 
think we can build a single-family 
home for about $50,000,” said Ms. Stott. 

In addition to soliciting donated 
land, ACT members are also looking 
into developing a partnership with 
conservation groups to use conserva- 
tion land. There’s a successful group in 
Vermont doing that, according to ACT 
members. 


Finding families 

About three-quarters of ACT’s 
homes will be sold to working families 
who qualify as low-income households 
by federal standards. In 1991, a low- 
income owner would have had a, house- 
hold income below $28,320, said Ms. 
Stott. 

The other fourth of ACT’s homes 
will go to moderate-income, working 
households. In 1991 a moderate income 
would have been between $28,320 and 
$37,760. 


ACT buyers will be based on the 
above criteria and must be able to meet 
the costs of ACT housing with no more 
than 30 percent of the total income, 
said Ms. Stott. Owners must also par- 
ticipate in home-ownership training, 
which will cover everything from basic 
plumbing to simple maintenance 
skills. 


In addition, owners must become 
members of the ACT board of direc- 
tors, she said. 

ACT plans to work closely with local 
churches and temples to identify eligi- 
ble families. 

The group is now in the process of 
looking to raise more money, for some 
affordable land or a home to buy, and 
for new members to join ACT, 

“There are things to be done at 
whatever level people want to become 
involved,” said Ms. Stott.

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Maybe we should ease up on the kids

A woman called recently to com- 
plain that young children in 
Andover are over-extended. She said 
parents are enrolling their children 
in so many activities that the chil- 
dren are not able to meet all their 
commitments and are, therefore, let- 
ting some people down. For instance, 
a baseball f 
team may 
end up 
without 
all its 
players 
because 
some 
members 
decide at 
the last 
minute 3 SO YE 
that it’s more important to play some 
other sport. 

I listened and at first I felt kind of 
old, you know: “Ah, this is the age- 
old problem that hasn’t changed 
from one generation to the next.” 
Then I felt sympathetic. My children 
are now 21 and 23. I can remember 
sometimes feeling insecure when I 
would hear that some of my kids’ 
peers were playing two different 
sports and maybe even taking music 
lessons. I usually tried to keep the lid 
on my kids’ activities, to ensure they 
had some free time, and to make sure 
I didn’t spend all my time carpooling. 

My first reaction often was that I 
was not exposing my children to as 


much as I should be. Maybe they 
should take music and art, as well as 
play Little League, I’d think. 

My daughter used to like to spend 
time alone in her room. For more 
than an hour she would sit on the 
floor in front of her large dollhouse. I 
can remember what she looked like, 
her legs spread out, her mouth mov- 
ing, making her miniature dolls 
move from room to room in the large 
dollhouse I’d painted and fixed up 
with her. Sometimes she and I would 
make furniture together for that 
house. We still have it. 

When I was a child I spent a lot of 
time playing neighborhood games. 
There were a lot of kids on my block, 
and the older kids wanted to play 
kickball or baseball or basketball 
enough to include some of us 
younger kids in their games. We 
made up some of the rules for these 
pick-up games as we went along. For 
instance, my sister, who was one of 
the oldest on the block and pretty 
well coordinated, could belt a base- 
ball out of our backyard — over the 
hedge and into the empty lot, where 
we weren't supposed to play because 
of broken bottles and other trash 
there. So if she hit the ball over that 
hedge, it was an out, not a home run. 

Anyway, by the time my son was 
the age I’d remembered neighbor- 
hood kids gathering in the street to 
play pick-up games, that wasn’t hap- 
pening very often. There really 
wasn’t time, Kids his age were play- 
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ing hockey, or Little League, or being 
driven to lessons — art, music, karate, 
you name it, there were lessons. I 
used to be confused about all that. 
Should I be exposing my children to 
all the art-and music, or should I let 
them make some decisions about 
using their own free time? 

I tried to hit the middle. He played 
a few organized sports. So did my 
daughter. In fact, for a while the 
three of us played violin together, 
but that got too stressful. I worried 
they weren't practicing enough, and I 
had trouble keeping up with my own 
practicing. I think my daughter had 
more free time than my son, and they 
both seem pretty healthy today. Both 
read their share of books, and nei- 
ther of them complain they’re bored, 
not anymore. In addition, they don’t 
seem any more stressed out than oth- 
er young adults. 


But forgive me if I act like an older 
parent (which I am now) and say I 
agree with the person who phoned to 
complain that parents are over- 
extending their children and creat- 
ing stress, not only for their own 
children, but also for their children’s 
peers, and for themselves. 

Also, do today’s young children 
have any time to wonder what to do 
with that time and then have to cre- 
ate projects, or make their own deci- 
sions about how to spend their time? 
What do you think?

Doherty and town officials, none was 
found in the town files either. 

“We found no evidence in our files 
that there were ever any waivers 
ever given,” Mr. Stapczynski said 
Monday. 

Mr. Doherty said no train whistles 
are blown in the town of Reading and 
that Reading still has conductors get 
off and walk the trains across at least 


one intersection in that town. Ms. 
Webster said that such information 
would have to be taken into consider- 
ation during and following the public 
hearing. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman, in 
arguing for the DPU hearing, said it 
is not the commuter trains that are 
the problem, but the freight trains 
early in the morning. 

“What the real problem is are 
these freights that are going through 
at 1, 2, 3, 4 o’clock in the morning,” 
Mr, Silverman said.

that the passenger trains have to stop at both 
the Ballardvale and Railroad Street stations 
anyway, and it really shouldn’t be a safety

Essex and Andover street crossings when 
they are going so slow. 

Selectmen agreed that, at least for passen- 
ger trains, Andover has a unique situation. 
Mr. Stapczynski said that, with the locations 
of those two stations near the street cross- 
ings and the availability of newer and safer 
technology for crossing gates, it might be 
that-the DPU would consider at least a par- 
tial restriction on the horn blowing. But he 
didn’t hold out much hope for stopping 
freight trains from blowing their whistles. 

Selectmen Monday night asked Mr. 
Stapezynski to request a hearing with the 
DPU to petition for either a waiver for the 
whistle blowing or a ban on the whistles dur- 
ing late night and early morning hours. 

The DPU hearing will take place in 
Andover and could take place in the next few 
months, but it might take much longer 
before a decision is made, according to Ms. 
Webster.

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Early retirement for 20 approved 


By Don Staruk 

Selectmen Monday night approved an ear- 
ly retirement plan that will allow up to 20 
town employees to retire early and add three 
years to the years they worked for purposes 
of figuring their pension benefits. 
+- The 20, who will be chosen according to 
the amount of time they have paid into the 
retirement system, have only 45 days — until 
June 24 — to apply before the offer is with- 
drawn automatically according to state 
statute. A total of 115 employees are eligible 
for the package. 

Rodney Smith, town accountant, has not 
released the names of any of those who have 
expressed interest in taking-advantage of the 
program, since that is confidential informa- 
tion, 

The town’s funding mechanism for the 
early retirement program was approved by 
the state prior to April Town Meeting, and 

~Town Meeting gave selectmen approval to 
initiate the program if selectmen saw fit. But 
the board still had to vote on the parameters 
of the program, including the number of 
employees who would be eligible and the 
years of service to be added to their benefits. 

Buzz Stapczynski had recommended the 
three-year option for 20 employees two weeks 
ago, but selectmen had some questions they 
wanted answered. 

If the program the town manger was sug- 
gesting was supposed to save the town mon- 
ey for four or five years; Selectman Larry 
Larsen wanted to know what happened after 
that and if there would be a point when the 
program started costing the town money.
